Layoffs, salary reductions, and 

budget cuts have become distress- 
ingly commonplace. There is simply not 
enough money to meet operating expenses. 
Sacrifice is more than the order of the day; 
it is a survival tool — one employed by busi- 
nesses, nonprofits, and government to 
combat their shared problems. 

Tough choices, however, do not mean 
that budget cutters should shoot them- 
selves — or their customers, employees, and 
constituents — in the foot. Which is what 
the 57 percent cut in funding for the Mas- 
sachusetts Cultural Council (MCC), origi- 
nally proposed by the State Senate Ways and 
Means Committee, would have done. 

The MCC plays a major role in the state’s 
culture and tourism business, supporting 17 
of our top 25 attractions with grants for op- 
erations and facilities. 

Economists years ago determined that the 
arts contribute more to the Massachusetts 
economy than all of Boston's professional 
sports teams combined. This fact is forgot- 
ten in times of economic crisis. Culture is 
deemed “soft” and therefore expendable. Bu 
nothing could be further from the truth. 

Tourism is the state's third biggest in- 
dustry, supporting 120,000 jobs. According 
to the latest available figures, it and travel 
contribute $14.2 billion to the Massachu- 
setts economy per year. Those are hardly 
squishy numbers.

- Still, Massachusetts is losing tourism 


market share to such states as Texas and 
New Jersey, which are acting smarter. Over 
the last eight years, it lost $5 billion — equal 
to $200 million in tax revenue — because of 
penny-wise but pound-foolish thinking. 

What's culture have to do with this? Visi- 
tors who come to Massachusetts to sample 
its history and use its cultural institutions 
spend twice as much as the average tourist. 
Those are leverage dollars, yielding a return 
on public investment of more than five to 
one. In good times that would be reasonable. 
In bad times it should be gold. 

To the average Joe and Joanne in the 
street, the MCC's original budget of $12.65 
million may sound like a lot. In reality, it 
constitutes less than one tenth of one per- 
cent of state spending. Cuts across the board

are needed. But big reductions, under any cir- 
cumstances, are unreasonably disproportionate. 

As the Phoenix goes to press, the State Senate 
has restored $4.3 million, leaving a more man- 
ageable gap to negotiate. That's a move in the 
right direction. 

Throughout the budget struggle, however, 
the performance of State Senator Sonia Chang- 
Diaz, of Boston, has been disappointing to the 
point of shameful in this regard. As chair of the 
Joint Committee on Tourism, Arts, and Cultural 
Development, one would think that she would be 
leading efforts to reverse the ill-conceived budget 
cuts. That job has fallen to State Senator Robert 
O'Leary from Cape Cod. 

Chang-Diaz's district receives a bit more 
than $1 million in MCC funds, a sizable portion 
of which goes to innovative educational pro- 
grams aimed at assisting at-risk youth. These 
programs constitute a vital sub-category of 
MCC spending. If the greater good of the state 
is not enough to motivate Chang-Diaz, perhaps 
political self-interest will. 


THE BIGGER BUDGET BATTLE 
All sorts of suggestions for raising revenues 
have been bandied about on Beacon Hill; every- 
one seems to have a different solution. 

State senators have now joined their House 
colleagues in opting for a large sales-tax in- 
~ moving up from 5 percent to 6.25 
percent and expanding the base on which sales 
taxes are paid. But, remarkably, the two cham- 
bers are more than a quarter-billion dollars 
apart in their estimates of how much revenue 
that increase would generate. The State Senate, 
which is counting on just $633 million, also 
added a retail liquor-sales tax and a local- 
options meals tax, which will let Boston and 
other municipalities raise their own extra rev- 
enues. It will be interesting to see whether the 
House goes along with those additional taxes 

Both chambers, however, have rejected the 
much more sensible gas-tax increase pro- 
posed by Governor Deval Patrick — who was 
in Washington yesterday for the historic an- 
nouncement of new national fuel-efficiency 
and emissions standards. The White House 
ceremony demonstrated that agreement is 
possible when working on reducing gasoline 
consumption. The state legislature has not 
gotten that news. ©

Culinary Misadventure 


LAST BISCUIT THE OVEN 


On that next trip to Whole Foods or the farmers’ market, your favorite 
small-batch cookies, jams, and jellies might be hard to find. After eight 
years of providing inexpensive kitchen space for nascent food-service ven- 
tures, the nonprofit Nuestra Comunidad Development Corporation will 
close its 5500-square-foot Roxbury workspace annex — home to Nuestra Cu- 
linary Ventures (NCV) — at the end of next month. Several local food busi- 
nesses have been left scurrying to move operations elsewhere in the wake of 
that announcement, and are now unable to guarantee future orders. 

For nearly a decade, Nuestra has helped struggling families find and 
keep homes, and has assisted individuals in cultivating enterprises — but 
it can no longer afford to do both. Short of a miracle, come June 30 Nuestra 
will close its culinary program to focus on rescuing foreclosed properties in 
Roxbury. 

As often happens following 10uncements that good things are com- 
ing to an end, last-minute efforts have been announced to keep the pro- 
gram running. But uslient to oNCV Director J. D. Walker, the precipitous 
late-April notice of closure may have done too much damage. 

“The businesses only had 70 days notice,” says Walker, who is simul- 
taneously trying to find a last-minute financial blessing (or relief) to save 
NCV, and to help its 15-or-so regular culinary occupants (plus several applicants 
who have made start-up investments) find alternative spaces. “The main prob- 
lem right now is that the Board of Health — at least in Boston — doesn't really 
allow one space to be used by multiple businesses.” 

Though city health adm trators are reluctant to allow, say, cake bak- 
ers to use a lunch restaurant after hours (such business “incubators” as NCV 
are rare exceptions), inspecto nould bend the rules for vendors trained by 
Walker, who know how to

accident dominated the Boston news for days, 
and prompted the announcement, on May 13, of 
a no-cell-phones policy for the T’s drivers; it also 
led Quinn’s firing. 

Given Quinn’s admission that he was, in fact, 
texting prior the accident, there’s general 
consensus that he’s dumbass. But there’s 
such agreement among the Boston media 
whether his switch from identifying woman 
man was germane the larger story. 

Some outlets seemed certain that it was. On 
May 11, for example, WFXT-TV (Fox 25) made 
Quinn’s gender switch the lead fact Web 
story about his background (ahead of his driv- 


ing record, which includes least three speeding 
tickets — apparently he’s a bad car driver, too) and 


played it up on Twitter. The Boston Herald took a 
similarly sensationalistic approach. May 
12, the tabloid highlighted Quinn’s identity 
switch, calling him “stocky” for good 
measure — and the next day’s paper 
boasted three more references, including 
sniggering Howie Carr column 
news-you-just-might-use piece on trans- 
gender protocol (“Sex Change a Simple 
Switch at RMV”) by reporter Dave Wedge 

Others were far more restrained. 
Following internal discussions, New England 
Cable News (NECN) sought downplay that 
aspect of Quinn’s history; as news director Tom 
Melville puts it, “It’s part who [Quinn] is, but 
it’s not the main story.”

“Then we asked, ‘Was it worth using at all?"” 

“We determined that — because 
he’s a person in the news, and because many of 
the facts that were getting about him involved 
his driving record, and it was right there on his 
driving record that he was transgender — the 
proper thing was point out, but not play 
up particularly high in the story.” 

According some advocates for the trans 
gendered, though, even the lower-key approach 
es of the Globe and NECN went too far. A state 
ment from the Massachusetts Transgender 
Political Caucus, for example, argued that a sin 
gle mention of Quinn’s gender switch was tan- 
tamount to yellow journalism: “Anything relat- 
his gender identity would irrelevant and 
further perpetuate unnecessary sensationalism. 

. Media outlets should be reporting on the 
facts of the case and not using sensationalistic 
coverage identity former name 
when neither has a bearing on the case.” 

Mara Keisling, the executive director of 
the National Center for Transgender Equality 
(NCTE), makes a similar argument about media 
references to Quinn’s sex change. “We know 
why they’re doing doing because 
it’s a sensationalistic angle, that’s all,” Keisling 
tells the Phoenix. “They may able come 
with some weird rationalization, and pretend 
it’s relevant to the story. But it’s irrelevant, it’s 
inappropriate, and it’s harmful.” 


JOURNALISM ADVOCACY? 
Keisling’s concern understandable. Even though 
dangerous texting is a phenomenon that cuts 
across every demographic line — and despite 
the utter dearth evidence that Quinn’s gender 
change caused the accident question certain 
excitable right-wingers have already seized 
the crash general indictment transsexuals. 
After the accident, for example, right-wing blog- 
ger (and Herald city editor) Jules Crittenden asked: 
“Should people who deny fundamental biological 
facts and claim the opposite gender 
entrusted with large public conveyances that carry 
dozens commuters?” (Crittenden also suggested 
that the National Transportation Safety Board look 
at whether hormonal treatment might have ham- 
pered Quinn's judgment. Based on this reasoning, 
a bunch of Greater Boston’s shitty drivers curren 
must be switching sexes.) 

But here’s the problem with these calls for 
silence: asking the reporters who covered the 
crash omit any reference sex change

2 1etically, every Boston Sy 
journalist greed not to report this fact, they’d 
give the Jules Crittendens of the world one less 
opportunity to rant. But they'd also be suppress- 
ing information they usually report and. 
through excessive protectiveness, fostering the 
notion that transsexual status is shame ful. 

It's worth noti too, that the NCTE’s Kei 
doesn't think trans status should al 
ported. She doesn't mind GLBT-focused outlets 
like Edge New England or queerty.com highlight 
1inn’s transgender status — which they did 
nply to note that Quinn is one of them. Similarly, 
Keisling doesn’t object to favorable journalistic 
treatments of the tr sgendered it’s fine 
with her, for example vif the mainstream media 
take note when a tr ransge ender person breaks a cul 
tural or professional barrier. 

But that’s the reasoning of an advocate, 
not a journalist. The question for the press is 
this: does the newsworthiness of certain facts 
depend on considerations like who's reporting 
them or whether they make a certain popula- 
tion look good? Or, instead, does it stem from 
the value of the facts themselves? If it’s the for- 
mer, it suddenly becomes a whole lot trickier to 
report the news. 


SPECIAL STATUS 

One more Quinn-coverage item of note: the 
only journalist to assert a causal connection, 
however indirect, between Quinn’s trans sta 
tus and the Green Line crash was WTKK-FM 
talk-show host Michele McPhee. Reporting at 
abcnews.com, McPhee — citing anonymous 
sources Said that Quinn got his job because 
of exceptional treatment, in the MBTA lottery, 
for transgender candidates. MBTA spokesman 
Joe Pesaturo disputes this; in a statement, he 
called McPhee’s report “inaccurate,” and says 
that Quinn “did not make any claims that 
would afford him special status.” McPhee is 
standing by her story: she says Pesaturo hasn't 
yet responded to a Freedom of Information Act 
request — sent twice, she tells the Phoenix — for 
detailed information on when and how Quinn 
got his job. ©

MEET THE TOUGHER NEW BALLOT REQUIREMENTS SET INCUMBENT.

0) Mayoral candidates Michael Flaherty and 
Sam Yoon have looked little like ambu- 
lance chasers of late, seizing on two recent trag- 
edies for political gain. 

the first instance, woman was sexually 
assaulted in a downtown hotel garage — by the 
attacker who raped another woman there 
11 days earlier, according to police allegations. 
Flaherty sharply criticized Mayor Thomas M. 
Menino’s administration for failing to alert the 
public of potential danger after the first rape. 

Next, a 15-year-old boy was shot and kille 
Dudley Street Roxbury. Yoon issued press 
release later that day, criticizing the city’s 
violence-prevention-and-response protocols. 

Some will denounce tacky opportunism; 
others praise speaking truth power. 
Either way, you can expect much more of it dur- 
ing the next six months, as mayoral challengers 
try to draw attention to the city’s problems, and 
their own campaigns, by politicizing tragedy. 

In fact — at the risk of sounding ghoulish — 
the challengers almost have to be hoping for bad 
news. With Menino sitting on a massive lead in 
the polls and his opponents struggling to get any 
attention whatsoever, some political observers 
argue that, to make the incumbent vulnerable, 
Menino’s challengers need Boston to suffer. 

“You almost can’t beat Menino if there is no 
crisis in the city,” says Larry DiCara, former city 


But seizing on misfortune hasn't usually 
played well in Boston politics, say several veter- 
ans. “I'm not sure there's a lot of 
that,” says DiCara. 

“It almost never works,” adds a local politi- 
cal cor 
game that people don’t like. And when it works, 
mostly all it does is ... [turn] people off.” 

They and others could think of few times 
when a Boston pol has been able to turn city 
adversity into electoral gain. In 2005, Maura 
Hennigan tried to highlight the growing gu 
crime problem in her race against Menino, to no 
avail.

MURPHY FOR LIFE? 


Speaking lifetime tenure, some are accus- 
ing another Boston pol of trying to secure 
that status. That would at-large city coun- 
cilor Stephen Murphy, who spearheaded 
change to election law that took effect this 
year: raising the signature requirement from 
500 to 1500 for at-large candidates. 

Passed Murphy-sponsored home-rule 
petition (requiring state passage) by the City 
Council in late 2006, the change was finally 
approved the state legislature amid 
flurry of last-minute bills at the start of this 
year, and was quietly signed by Governor 
Deval Patrick. 

The new requirement has made it 
much tougher for the candidates who 
pulled papers to run for the four at-large 
seats in 2009 to qualify for the ballot. They 
had just three weeks get the signatures 
from registered Boston voters. The dead- 
line was this Tuesday; the city’s Election 
Department will verifying and counting 
for a while yet. 

challenging,” complains candidate 
Natalie Carithers Dorchester. not 
have powerful organization. They put 
these roadblocks up, so it doesn’t allow peo- 
ple the equitable opportunity this.” 

“If you truly believe in democracy, you 
won't see 500 signatures as a frivolous 
number,” says Tito Jackson, a first-time can- 
didate. “Raising the barrier for people par- 
ticipate is standing against democracy.” 

Getting 1500 valid signatures really 
means getting least percent more than 
that, or even double, because many end up 
invalidated. Adding the problem, voters 
are allowed sign only four at-large peti- 
tions. With such a large field of candidates, 
the most well-trafficked folks who pass 
through the commonly targeted areas 


T-station entrances, grocery stores, and 
public events — max out quickly. 

Murphy argues that the new rule merely 
puts the requirement back where was until 
1993, when it was slashed in deference to the 
late Albert “Dapper” O’Neil, who was aging 
(along with his supporters) and didn’t want 
to stand out gathering signatures. 

“The signature requirement should hard 
work,” says Murphy. “The job is hard work.” 

This the second straight election 
which Murphy has been accused bend- 
ing the rules to his favor. Two years ago, 
Murphy convinced the city save money 
canceling the at-large preliminary 
election — which is normally held in = 
September winnow the field candi- 
dates eight. With only nine running, 

Murphy successfully argued that all nine 
should placed the final ballot, rather 
than hold entire election eliminate 
one candidate. 

But the lack preliminary, some argue, 
kept the race out the public eye, leading 
low turnout the general election. That 
helped Murphy, whose backers tend to be 
older, stable, reliable voters who show up for 
every election. The result: when newcomer 
John Connolly won one the four seats, 
it came at the expense of Felix D. Arroyo, 
whose younger, more transient supporters 
were less aware the election, according 
this argument. 

Now, some say, he has changed the rules 
again discourage competition. 

The Election Department will still be 
verifying ballots for several weeks, though 
it appears that most, but not all, of the 23 
candidates will reach the petition goal. 

And some have found silver lining the 
new law. 

“It’s allowing us to really organize and 
energize our volunteers,” says Ego Ezedi of 
Dorchester, who’s now running citywide, 
after a failed 2005 district campaign. “The 
volunteers really feel like they’re part of 
something.” 

“It gives first-hand account what 
the residents think,” adds Hiep Nguyen, a 
first-time candidate from Dorchester. 

The swarm signature-gatherers may 
also making Bostonians aware that it’s 
a city-election year, generating some inter- 
est the candidates and the process. That 
might push turnout, possibly the 
advantage of the newcomers — and perhaps 
even jeopardizing Murphy. 

But as one City Hall insider impishly 
observes, more Murphy-protection measures 
could still be on the way: Murphy’s former 
aide, State Representative Michael Moran, 
has just become chair of the Joint Committee 
on Elections Laws. ©

The climate is tropical, sweet skunk 

fills the air, and reggae jams are hit- 
ting such lofty decibels that can’t even 
college kid with foggy black frames, danc- 
ing like drunken ostrich. Beside him 
sexy tattooed co-ed, advertising her nipple 
rings through sweaty tan tank top. And 
left halfway across the room 
island dude sporting the single fattest 
dreadlock that I’ve ever ogled. Contrary to 
what would have expected, white boys are 
swigging Red Stripe, while Rastafarians are 
sipping Budweiser. “Just understand dis,” 
one regular tells me: “It’s cheapa.” 

not Montego Bay, even South 
Florida, where at least palm trees and 
sweltering heat manifest convincing 
Caribbean illusions. the Western 
Front Cambridge, eight blocks outside 
Central Square and about 2000 miles from 
Trenchtown. And this typical Friday 
night here the Front, where reggae 
and West Indian music have invigorated 
(and also aggravated) neighbors the 
residentially situated two-story club every 
weekend for almost four decades. Halfway 
through the show, as Lady Lee (Boston's 
only prominent female reggae MC, 
“toaster”) cues her band and grabs two 
comparably angel-lunged male cohorts, 
Ajahni and Toussaint, for encore, the 
spectacled kid slipping into sudden 
Pentecostal-esque spell faints the 
arms of his chesty homegirl. The music is 
so consuming, though, that hardly any- 
body notices. So, noble Samaritan that I 
am, | leave my Red Stripe on the bar and 
drag him the bathroom splash tap 
water his face. 

Reggae now much neglected genre. 
There are rarely any stories on local or 
nationally touring reggae acts 
dailies, and there’s not even a Boston 
Music Award for Outstanding Reggae Act. 
In fact, since its boom in the late 1970s — 
thanks primarily the ascension Bob 
Marley international superstar and Third 
World ambassador, but also to a number 
of British artists (from Eric Clapton to the 
Clash) incorporating or covering reggae in 
their work — reggae has been marginalized 
the pop-culture crowd. It’s been writ- 
ten off musically adolescent tangent 
for slackers and hippies too stoned know 
the difference. But still has the power 
(and cause seemingly able- 
bodied men pass out). 

Case point: while the mainstream 
has slept reggae, roots 
and dancehall scenes are blazing, nursed 
both loyal and ever-growing West 
Indian population and adventurous col- 
lege demographic. There are even signs 
that reggae once again ready bite 
serious slice commercial pie the 
Boston market. Recently, roots-dance- 

hall hybrids (and North Shore natives) 
and Mighty Mystic packed the 
Paradise in February; the new House of 
Blues drew more than 1800 heads for 


once-Boston-based white-reggae outfit 
John Brown’s Body in April; and fans from 
Lynn Roxbury got their first dedicated 
Caribbean radio station, the pirate Big City 
101.3 FM, in 2007. This summer's concert 
schedule loaded with reggae events, 
from Burning Spear and Beres Hammond, 
Shaggy and Caucasian prodigy Collie 
Buddz June, many which will sell out 
the city’s largest arenas. Berklee-spawned 
Boston reggae champions Hot Like Fire 
will celebrate their 20th anniversary next 
Friday. Through all, Blue Hill Avenue 
remains booming and authentic strip for 
cutting-edge Caribbean riddims. 

The future Boston reggae let’s call 
Hub Dub would thus seem bright 
Negril noon. But lack consistent brick- 
and-mortar outlets for live shows (thanks 
debatable reputation for violence that has 
scared off more than one club owner) has 
reggae the run. The latest blow rock 
both artists and promoters was the recent 
shuttering of Bill’s Bar on Lansdowne Street, 
which had been sole go-to reg- 
gae joint since 1995. Still, fans refuse to put 
defeat their pipes and smoke it. Thanks 
this city’s significant place reggae his- 
tory, to the current set’s increasingly diverse 
makeup, and the fundamental Rasta tra- 
dition overcoming adversity, indications 
suggest that Boston’s dutty-rock contingent 
will continue get up, stand up, and dance 
its ass off. 


THE EARLY YEARS 
If The Rocky Horror Picture Show owes much of 
its iconic cult status to New York City (where 
the flick played weekend midnights the 
Waverly Theatre for 95 weeks starting in 
1976), then Cambridge can take credit for 
helping usher reggae into America’s alter- 
native consciousness. 1972, film director 
Perry Henzell had the world premiere his 
seminal Jimmy Cliff reggae-gangster flick, 
The Harder They Come, at the dearly departed 
Orson Welles Cinema on Mass Ave in Har- 
vard Square, where it ultimately ran for 
eight years. also the theater where, 
in 1976, WBCN sales rep Kenny Greenblatt 
surprised moviegoers delivering Cliff 
person after played set the Orpheum. 
“People were mellow and watching the 
movie, and, the credits were rolling, 
Kenny pushes Jimmy Cliff front the 
screen with the projector shining him,” 
recalls former WBCN Program Director 
Sam Kopper, who that night recorded the 
Orpheum show in Crab Louie Studios, the 
Boston school bus had converted into 
two-thirds hippie motor home and one- 
third radio-control room. “You can imagine 
the state mind people were smoking 
boom here and there and everywhere. You 
could smoke pot hip restaurants back 
those days.” 
A movement was born — from that 
moment on, Cambridge staked a claim 
get sweet and dandy. One of the many 
dreadlocked white boys who frequented

those legendary bong-a-thons and the 


concerts that sprung up in their wake was 


Peter Simon, who would go on to become 
reggae’s most celebrated photographer. 
Simon — a 1970 Boston University grad 
who is regarded by reggae’s cognoscenti 
as highly as his sister Carly is by folk-pop 
fans had major hand accelerating 
the course of reggae in America. 

“Before hearing Jimmy Cliff, I was a 
Woodstock lunatic,” says Simon, who was 


also the founding staff photographer the

budding music journalist Stephen Davis, 
presciently decided that someone had 
chronicle reggae’s embryonic development 
the US. They followed the premoni- 
tion that fall writing and snapping visu- 
als for prominent feature the New York 
Times. That piece turn led their water- 
shed 1977 tome, Reggae Bloodlines — which 
brought Davis’s typewriter and Simon’s 
camera overseas “in search of the music and 
culture Jamaica” and the subsequent 
stateside exposure that generated for the 
music.

helped launch reggae the States. 


NEW BLOODLINES 
Whereas other niche genres have given 
college radio and focused their grassroots- 
marketing efforts online, reggae especially 
Boston has, over the years, connected 
with its core audience through campus and 
pirate airwaves. There’s currently more than 
200 hours Caribbean programming show- 
ering the area inside Route 128 about 
the same, or maybe even more, than in New 
York City. That’s notable that the latter 
has Caribbean population north 600,000 
people, roughly times the size that 
Boston. Which not say that the Hub’s 
island demographic unsubstantial; accord- 
ing to the 2000 census, Caribbean natives 
make percent Boston’s foreign-born 
population more than Africans, South 
Americans, Central Americans, and Mexi- 
cans combined. More than 13,500 Jamaicans, 
Trinidadians, Barbadians, Dominicans, and 
Haitians immigrated to Boston between 1990 
and 2000 percent them from reggae’s 
and the rest anxious harness 
the vibe and invent fresh interpretations. 
Even Dominicans and Puerto Ricans who 
have never been much reggae audience, 
historically have jumped board with 
reggaeton. (In the past two years, both Don 
Omar and Daddy Yankee have crammed the 
Orpheum.) 
Tropical radio’s popularity not just 
recent development deejays have been 
breaking records these parts since before 
Bob played his fifth-to-last show 
ever the Hynes Auditorium September 
1980.

That 
night, Simon and Davis 
were partying with Doug 
Herzog, Emerson College 
junior who was interviewing 
Tosh for Strictly Rockers (now 
simply known as Rockers), 
which Herzog introduced 
1979. It remains the longest 
continually running college- 
radio reggae show. 

Herzog, who three decades 
later the president MTV 
Networks Entertainment 
Group, was a New Jersey- 
raised reggae junkie with 
self-described “Jew 'fro” who 
wasn’t afraid venture into 
Mattapan buy eclectic LPs. 
Despite becoming one the 
most powerful visionaries 
modern television and 
having been responsible for 
cultivating such programs 
The Real World and The Daily 
Show Herzog has not forgot- 
ten his roots.

Aside from radio, he 
also owned the Vibes Records retail store 
Dorchester from 1993 to 2006, and an inde- 
pendent imprint, Mastermind Records, 
which, in 1995, dropped “Walk Like a 
Gangsta” Ruffa (who went 
the only Caribbean artist from Boston 
to sign a major-label deal). Rodigan 
has seen the reggae landscape shift, 
beloved venues fold, and expected 
sellouts inexplicably flop. During 
droughts when clubs and record 
stores out business says 
it’s been the responsibility deejays 
keep perpetual lifeline between 
Boston and the pulse reggae. 
“These stations have not only been 
instrumental in keeping Caribbean 
music alive Boston,” says Rodigan 
about off-frequencies like the now- 
defunct Choice 102.9 FM. “They're 
also the reason that someone with 
just few hits gets heard enough 
that they can come town and pack 
a show.” Adds Lady Lee, who hosts a 
weekly Sunday hour called the Lion's 
Den on Vibe 105.3 FM: “The scene 
very alive here you can always 
hear the music matter what time 
and where you are.” 


FRONT AND CENTER 
One major factor in Boston reggae’s 
iron legacy the Western Front 
which opened outside Central 
Square 1968, and which began 
hosting regular shows around 1971. 
Currently home nights like “Fiya 
Fridays” and live roots and “soca 
Saturdays,” the Front has been 
long-time Hub sanctuary for visit- 
ing acts like Colorado’s Cool Run- 
nings and such local heroes the I-Tones 
and Zion Initiation even though it’s had 
its own troubles.

local venue survive long after infamous 
tragedy, when, in February 1987, two men 
were shot (and one was killed) during a con- 
cert. The rest of the troubled clubs folded or 
switched gears after just few months. 

“It has been consistent, because we 
change with the audience that’s out there,” 
says lifelong Western Front owner Marvin 
Gilmore (whose son, David, teaches guitar 
at Berklee). He must be doing something 
right — there have been no 
problems for more than two 
decades, and operations 
Western Avenue appear to be 
business as usual. “I like reggae 
because it brings peace, and 
because anybody can dance to 
it,” adds Gilmore. “We have 
maintained that vibe and that 
blend here for that long, and 
we have done it quietly — wit! 
no publicist or anything.” 

While the Western Front 
has been the rare constant, 
Boston's reggae community 
has for the most part been 
nomadic — always relying on 
the same word of mouth on 
which the Cambridge staple 
built its rep. (Gilmore used 
to have a crude Web site, but 
didn’t bother renewing his 
URL and now has no online 
presence whatsoever.) The earliest mega 
tours came through Paul's Mall and the 
old Boston Music Hall on Tremont Street, 
while in the 1980s major draws generally 
rocked the Channel in Fort Point. After the 
latter closed in 1991 — around the time the 
dancehall reggae subgenre caught fire — 
the energy mostly transferred to the 
Windsor Cricket Club Mattapan, where 
giants including Shabba Ranks, 
Shinehead, and Super Cat 
made their Boston debuts. 

Perhaps the most cher- 
ished recurring live reggae 
bill came every Sunday 
night at Bill’s Bar, where 
Kyle Russell's band Dub 
Station backed hundreds

To find Off the Boat Seafood, a 

South Italian take-out joint that 
just this winter added a 10-table din- 
ing room and a wine list, mainland- 
ers will pass through the Callahan 
Tunnel and embark on an excercise 
so challenging it’s not unlike finding 
the Northwest Passage. You should 
definitely go with a group, not only 
for navigation help, but also to deal 
with the enormous portions in this 
onetime Phoenix “On the Cheap” pick 
gone bistro. 

Despite adding a second storefront, 
the dining room is still small enough 
for you to order by smell. Subtle it is 
not, except for the Saturday night spe- 
cial of “Zia Maria’s Homemade Tripe” 

$13.95). (And for that, you best get 
there early, because the take-out cus- 
tomers are apt to nab it all. 

But don’t let that landlubbery spe- 
cial throw you off; this is indeed a sea 
food restaurant, in which veal, chick- 
en, and the like are just menu tokens 
In fact, your first 10 minutes here will 
likely mirror those spent at a micro- 
bistro, soaking up light, fruity olive oil 
with crusty, dense white bread. Check 
out what everyone else is having while 
you wait. It all looks good, but the aro 
ma is even more superb. 

My favorite of the appetizers was 

he “Calamari Avellino” ($9.95), rings 
of offshore squid cooked tender in a 
fine tomato sauce. I liked it so welll 
borrowed some for my “Polipo Ovi” 
($12.95), a ridiculously large octopus 
appetizer with caramelized onions on 

top and salad underneath. Here you 
get a whole animal, whereas a lot of 
restaurants might give you just three 
tentacles. (I don’t think the 
owners pound it on rocks 
with a wooden mallet, as they 
would in Italy. They probably 


sauce. If not the marinara or 

the optional fra diavolo (hot 

pepper) from the calamari, then per- 
haps the melted butter from a special 
appetizer of steamer clams ($10.95), 
which were a smidge sandy, but plump 
and sweet as you please. 

“Escargo” ($10.95) were not off the 
boat, since these are vineyard snails. But 
the restaurant has had a new idea for 
their preparation: mix them with mush- 
rooms and tomatoes and present them 
on toast, like bruschetta 

If you didn’t order the octopus appe- 
tizer, you'll have plenty of room left to 
overwhelm yourself with any of several 
entrées. Lucky you. The grilled misto 
platter ($24.95) gives you a whole squid 
shell — about half the size of the octo- 
pus — plus a lobster tail, shrimp, and 
real sea scallops. All feature appetizing 
crosshatch grill marks and a salad. 

For distilled pleasurable excess, it's 
hard to beat the plate of baked scallops

It 
may be the best low-cost chardonnay 
out there, a clean blend with a balance 
of oak and acidity, mild fruit aromas, 
and not a hint of the press-wine bite 
that used to mar all inexpensive Cali 
fornia whites. 

Even more impressive, Off the Boat 
has mastered espresso ($2.50), decaf 
cappuccino ($3.50), and decaf “Ameri 
cano” ($2). Those will set you up for any 


of the three desserts: an entirely compe- 
tent cannolo ($5); a chocolate- 
vanilla bomba ($5), an ice-cream cue 
ball encased in chocolate candy; ora 
“tropical” bomba ($5) with mango and 
passion-fruit flavors in white chocolate. 
I think these bombas are in fact off 
the boat — the one from Italy, that is. 
They’re delicious and refreshing, so I 
say let the cooks concentrate on those 
scallops and octopi and leave the des- 
serts to those who've mastered it. 

Service, by a single waitress, is 
excellent. She knows the menu, keeps 
the water glasses filled, and brings 
things out as they are ready. There are 
the natural pauses of a real kitchen 
making food. 

The room has one large mural, 
made to look as if it were the windows 
of a trattoria overlooking a sea. The 
painter had some fun. A bottle of Me- 
nino 2003 merlot appears to be sitting 
on the ledge. When it gets dark, the 
waitress brings a liquid candle with 
beach stones in the glass. “After ev- 
erything else,” I joke, “you can’t really 
expect us to eat that, too.” ©

SPLENDID MEXICAN MALL FOOD COURT? _by 


One of the joys of exploring Boston's cheap-eats universe is the occasional serendipitous encounter with an unlikely treasure. A 
few weeks ago, followed lead delicious cheap burger Cambridge mini-mall; this week, sister steered 
the food court the Arsenal Mall, where the grim chain found which serves fresh, really tasty, bona 
fide Mexican delights. Two worthy shopping-mall food finds in one month! What are the odds? 


With her outstanding tacos, Trini sets the right authentic note using 
a double layer of soft corn tortillas — take note, you wannabe taqueros 
upscale restaurants and her fillings are sublime.

the wheel. Zeno Clash is too bizarre, artsy, and 
risky get picked bigger company, 
but when you look all the Counter-Strike 
clones out there, it’s a relief to see something 
alittle different.

ROMANCE WITH ART; MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING

ROMANCE instilling its audience new respect for contempt court. 


I don’t know that David Mamet’s is a 

fine Romance, and it certainly doesn’t 
conjure love at first scene. But at the Loeb 
Drama Center, where American Repertory 
Theatre presents the utterly injudicious 
courtroom farce through June 7, Romance 
very funny valentine political incor- 
rectness and the seeming impossibility 
the peace process. And it’s scrawled across 
the stage with the signature 
staccato rhythms and nose-thumbing 
panache. Moreover, propped like some 
addled American eagle the center 
Mamet pal Scott Zigler’s production the 
sublime Will LeBow as easily the most ri- 
diculous judge since The Tonight Show fielded 
the Dancing Itos. 

Romance potty-mouthed, prejudice- 
spewing trifle; what's more, it’s a slow 
starter, and that seems particularly ungen- 
erous in a show lasting only 95 minutes 
(which includes intermission). But once it 
achieves warp speed, the more cohesive 
second act, Mamet’s legalistic trip to no- 
where, an amalgam of Kafka, Queer Eye, and 
the Marx Brothers that leaves epithet 
unturned, would probably have Golda Meir 
and Yasser Arafat laughing together the 
dark. If Romance is looking to make a point, 
may that ancient enmities will out, 
whatever veneer diplomatic pomp and 


politeness applied. But the play mostly 
looking outrageous. screen the 
lobby scrolls long list parties that may 
offended; these include “rabbits and rab- 
bit enthusiasts” and “the Welsh.”) 

Romance opens august and formal 
chamber of justice where Thomas Derrah’s 
round-spectacled prosecutor hectoring 
Remo Airaldi’s evasive defendant, who’s 
trial for crime the nature which 
never quite explained. Across the room, 
The Wire actor Jim True-Frost’s defense at- 
torney makes little half-rises to object. But 
towering over the proceedings LeBow’s 
hay-feverish judge, who lacks both Kleen- 
and any ability focus the proceed- 
ings. his scattershot mind 
historic Middle East peace conference that 
appears taking place across town. 
“May not have peace?” beseeches, 
jumping his gavel across the surface his 
desk the looming judicial furnishing 
were a xylophone. 

From disorder in the court we move 
(after a rather protracted blackout) toa 
conference room where the alliance the 
defendant, Jewish chiropractor, and his 
counsel, divorced Episcopalian, quickly 
degenerates into stereotype-promulgating 
hate-mongering and name-calling, amid 
which are couched few drolleries that 


not allude “greasy hook-nosed sheenies” 
“child-molesting thief goy monsters.” 
The defendant, incredulous that his attor- 
ney has scruples about bending the truth, 
screeches, you law school 
you didn’t want to lie?” And the lawyer, 
frustrated that his client has taken the 
stand against advice, wonders whether, 
when visiting the dentist, the guy insists, 
“They're my teeth, let me help.” Before we 
get back court, this odd couple have fig- 
ured out way bring peace the Middle 
East via chiropractic adjustment, and we've 
had detour the gay prosecutor’s home, 
where and his pot-roast-burning boy-toy 
partner, the latter lounging and pouting 
thong, have taken trying out- 
drama-queen each other ways that aren’t 
too funny, especially since LeBow’s judge 
does not show borrow cup sugar. 
All is forgiven when, after intermis- 
sion, the disheveled jurist, robe askew and 
hair end, makes his next 
appearance, having apparently traded ina 
prescription that made him drowsy for one 
that combines amphetamine with truth 
serum. looks like Frankenstein’s mon- 
ster caught the headlights after very 
bad bender. And the wide-eyed, limber- 
limbed, power-mongering confessor con- 
tinues pop pills, crawl across his desk 
like a snail, strip to his skivvies, and make 
increasingly random well-crafted utter- 
ances redolent Joe Orton, just gets 
funnier. Romance win Mamet any 
awards other than one for picking even 
more baffling title than did for Oleanna. 
But may give its audience, suspended be- 
tween outraged affront and guilty laugh- 
ter, new respect for contempt court.

thespians Paula Plum and Richard 
Snee are the life the swank-on-a-shoe- 
string ASP affair, managing wed Noél 
sparring the slapstick 
the twin scenes which, thinking them- 
selves successful eavesdroppers, B&B are 
tricked into acknowledging their feelings 
for each other. Snee’s Benedick, trailing 

pre-wireless hand mike, delivers love- 
defying soliloquy the manner suave 
slightly smarmy stand-up comic. Then, 
when perceives he’s being talked about 
and wants to listen, he secrets himself 
behind centerpiece snatched from one 
the tables and creeps with ridiculous obvi- 
ousness toward the speakers like some 
floral variant on Birmnam Wood. 

Still, the way Plum and Snee are so deli- 
cious as Beatrice and Benedick only under- 
lines the play’s sometimes jarring contrast 
between proto drawing-room comedy, low 
comedy, and melodrama. And the produc- 
tion goes wholeheartedly with all the 
genres, filling with sighs and thunder the 
main plot, in which Hero is betrothed to 
and then cruelly denounced Claudio, 
and exaggerating the idiocy malaprop- 
ping constable Dogberry and his elderly 
sidekick Verges the point tedium. 
(Dogberry, of course, regards being called 
tedious as a compliment.) 

But some the comedy feels forced 
and some of the drama overwrought, direc- 
tor and designer Benjamin Evett’s produc- 
tion concept captures both the festive feel 
much the play and the party’s-over 
melancholia few scenes (set here ina 
dim, near-empty hall amid the detritus 
of celebration). And the show beautifully 
suits the old-fashioned, high-ceilinged ele- 
gance Hibernian Hall though the am- 
biance better fits the production’s first act 
than its second, which the play takes 
the streets, the hoosegow, and a mausole- 
um. usual, ASP’s use multiple casting 
is ingenious, even if the switching contrib- 
utes the overplaying. After all, lanky 
Doug Lockwood hop back and forth be- 
tween depressive villain Don John and the 
puffed-up, incomprehensible Dogberry, 
wants know which which. 

But least their main roles, the ac- 
tors are fine. Plum, removing her pointy, 
red-framed glasses upon surrendering 
love, conveys almost from the begin- 
ning the vulnerability prickly, brainy 
Beatrice. And Snee manages seem both 
debonair and silly often once. 
Don Pedro, the prince ordering both the 
troops and the romances, John Kuntz is 
elegant and benevolent tux; deploy- 
ing conical party hat ear trumpet, 
does overactive double duty Verges. 
Kami Rushell Smith proves sweet 
and breaking into the Ella Fitzgerald 
hit “Imagination” her wedding morn- 
ing sweet-voiced Hero. Johnny Lee Dav- 
enport stately, grizzled Leonato driven 
impressive wrath when convinced his 
daughter slut. And Sheldon Best does 
such good job ameliorating Claudio’s 
callowness with heartbreak that you al- 
most don’t mind the rejecting jerk’s get- 
ting the girlintheend.

BOSTON ‘BALLETS SETS THE WANG FIRE

“Burning down the house” meta- 
phor, but at the Wang Theatre last 
weekend, the Boston Fire Department was 
hand ensure that remained one. 
All the same, audiences had a hot time at 
Boston Ballet's season finale, where, in 
Jorma Elo’s incendiary Le Sacre du Printemps, 
it wasn’t just the flames flickering in the 
background that lit up the stage. 

was fitting that Boston Ballet should 
bid farewell to the Wang — it will stage its 
future productions at the Opera House — 
with “Diaghilev’s Ballets Russes Centen- 
nial Celebration.” Serge Diaghilev’s com- 
pany kicked ballet into the 2oth century, 
with its avant-garde composers (Stravin- 
sky, Debussy, Ravel, Prokofiev) and cho-

this trio of Ballets Russes originals — Bal- 
nchine’s The Prodigal Son (1929), Fokine’s Le 


e de la Rose (1911), and Nijinsky’s After- 


ect

n — plus resident chore- 
ographer version the most famous 
Ballets Russes piece all, Boston Ballet 
looks forward as well as back. 

These four works are also modern in 
their focus on the isolation of the indi- 
vidual. Nineteenth-century story ballets 
are about community and romance; only 
Giselle and La Sylphide end in death and deso- 
lation. Balanchine’s Prodigal is fleeced 
by the Goons, seduced by the Siren, and 
deserted by his two friends; when at the 
end he crawls back into the embrace of his 
father, it’s as if he were re-entering the 
womb. In Le Spectre dela Rose, a young wom- 
an returns home from a ball bearing a rose 
(that an admirer has given her?) and falls 
asleep in an armchair, whereupon she’s 
visited by the title apparition, the man of 
her dreams, with whom she dances — but 
was it all a dream? At the end, she’s alone, 
clutching her rose. Afternoon of a Faun opens 
with our hero solitary splendor atop 
playing his flute and munching 
grapes until some nymphs troop 
on their way to bathe in the lake. He ca- 
vorts briefly with one of them; she drops 
silken scarf before slipping away (he’s 
looking the opposite direction), and 
takes back his perch, stretches out, 
lies on it, masturbates. In Nijinsky’s Sacre, 
a virgin is chosen from the community 
sacrificed the earth. Elo’s 
new work takes up the same 
theme. 

Boston Ballet last did 
Prodigal 2003, with 
Yury Yanowsky as the 
opening-night Son. 


He’s as charged now as he was then, and 
dancing well ever has, his Prodigal 
a wild child who’s cocky and optimistic and 
more than a little incredulous when — 
having broken free his overbearing 
father and his two sisters and taken his 
goods and left finds himself cruci- 
fied and stripped. It’s an intensely physi- 
cal performance; the way hangs off 
the pillar cross (which quintuples 
picket fence, table, crib, and ship), 

he could be preparing to model for 
Titian’s late, great Pieta. Jared Redick 
doesn’t have Yanowsky’s force, 

but in his three performances 

he offered an intelligent read- 

ing, his Prodigal angry at the out- 

set, comic in the middle, devastated at 
the end. These were Redick’s final 
performances; he’s retiring fo- 
cus on heading the Boston Ballet 
School’s Norwell studio. 

The three Sirens were of a 
piece, all warmer and more in- 
sinuating than the pair saw 
Letestu and Marie-Ag- 
nés Gillot — in Paris in 2003. 
Opposite Yanowsky, Melanie 
Atkins (who also danced Prodigal 
in 2003, though not with him) 
was the most subtle and fluid, 
promising rather than proffering. 
She’s also retiring, to become the 
children’s ballet mistress for Bos- 
ton Ballet School — our loss, the 
kids’ gain. Kathleen Breen 
Combes, who partnered 
her shoulders and pelvis; 

Melissa Hough, single 
performance Sunday night, 

was the lushest and most 
weighted. And would 
hard to imagine a better father 
than Arthur Leeth, who’s the 
embodiment patriarchal, 
good and bad. 

The vulnerability this 
mostly a good one — J / 
Boston Ballet, 
and Faun. Erica 
Cornejo was 
wide- 


eyed, spontaneous dreamer, Larissa Pono- 
marenko a refined, aristocratic one with 
a long, long line. I would like to have seen 
Ponomarenko with Pavel Gurevich, who 
was the biggest and most poetic of the three 
Spectres not that she didn’t look fine 
with a fresh and athletic James Whiteside. 
Altankhuyag Dugaraa was the revelation 
in Faun, all attitude (“I’m the James Dean 
of Fauns,” he seemed to say) and slow, 
animal movement. His two Nymphs, 
Heather Myers and Josephine Pra, 
matched him in stylization. The 
six corps nymphs did a good job 
7 with the difficult frieze-like — 
shoulders square to the audience, feet 
in profile — movement, which has 
much in common with the Siren’s. 
Sacre provoked 
infamous riot when pre- 
miered in Paris in May 1913. 
I wonder what that audi- 
ence would have made 
of Elo’s barn burner. 
The 1913 curtain rose, as 
Stravinsky later described 
it, “group knock- 
kneed and long-braided

Lolitas jumping and Ninety-six 
years later, we get a dark stage across whose 
line tiny fires burns, with barely 
visible figure Sabi Varga huddled 
the center kissing the earth (part one of 
the score is called “The Kiss of the Earth”) 
as Stravinsky’s bassoon issues its mourn- 
ful mating call. The fires are surely Elo’s 
paean Yarilo, the Russian sun god (also 
associated with the bonfires Midsum- 
mer Night’s Eve) Nijinsky’s Sacre, and 
likewise the red that Elo’s 16 dancers (eight 
men pants, eight women swimsuit- 
like outfits) wear. Ponomarenko enters, 
and she and Varga hug bidding fare- 
well. It’s clear she’s the Chosen One. 

The trademark Elo tropes are out in 
force: Cubist displacement forms (ap- 
propriate the early years the Ballets 
Russes), windmilling, Brian Boitano 
double tours, revoltades, backward crawl- 
ing, evolutionary trudging, head shaking, 
fishy hands, bird hands, hands flutter- 
ing in front of eyes, hands that seem to 
combine ASL with semaphore. Yet 
also draws on the movement vocabulary 
of Nijinsky’s original (as reconstructed 
Millicent Hodson). The background 
dimly lit, much the incessant detail 
(like the sequence of backward somersaults 
Breen Combes does the beginning the 
“Spring Round Dances”) intuited rather 
than seen. 

But Elo’s storyline clear enough. Ya- 
nowsky (in dark-red metallic top the 
other men are all bare-chested) is Elo’s 
Chief Elder, Lorna (who sometimes 
dances with the men) is his Old Woman 
300 Years, and the two them keep 
and manipulating Ponomarenko 
as if she were Stravinsky’s Petrouchka. 
Hough is Ponomarenko’s BFF, Varga her 
would-be lover. the end part one, the 
villagers swing Ponomarenko aloft and she 
bicycles in a vain attempt to escape. Hough 
rescues her and shoos everyone else away, 
but part two she too manipulated 
Yanowsky and helpless intervene. Pono- 
marenko has the last word, however: she 
bourrées off and Yanowsky becomes the 
Chosen One, the villagers chopping him 
down size. 

Boston Ballet hadn’t done Sacre since 
Maurice Béjart’s “sex and the single vic- 
tim” version back in 1989. You could argue 
that Elo’s creation too complicated 
take one viewing, and that the acro- 
batic duets part two Hough with 
Whiteside, Cornejo with Varga, Breen 
Combes with Busby aren’t individual- 
ized. But the company’s dancers met Elo’s 
stupefying demands (Varga particular 
the eruption that initiates the “Dance 
the Earth”), Yanowsky was malevolent 
as Ponomarenko was tender, and Hough 
kept ratcheting the energy level.

aman and woman stand opposite 
sides empty space. few minutes 

a lifetime later, they’re curled together on 
the floor, wrapped the tightest possible 
embrace. The dance that carries them from 
alienation to dependency is an excerpt from 
the 2003 evening-length Apokalypsis, by Diane 
Arvanites and Tommy Neblett, co-directors 
Prometheus Dance, part the program they 
presented at the Institute of Contemporary 
Art last weekend. 

Arvanites and Neblett are carrying the 
tradition of expressive modern dance, the 
idea that movement can be not just a physical 
act but sign deeper human experience. 

In their Blood @ Bone duet, the choreographers 
approach each other, their earthbound steps 
stained with the folklike sorrows score 
Greek composer Eleni Karaindrou. Once they 
make contact, they seem unable to break 

it, and they slowly meld from one shape to 
another. You can’t tell when either switches 
over from being the one who supports to 

the one who’s being supported. They don’t 
act out passion or fear, or engage in theatri- 
cal tricks, but with their eyes, their tactile 
hands, their whole bodies, they convey what 

On a bigger scale but still using only 
Arvanites’s choreographed movement, Tabula 
Rasa (2005) looks at the interrelations of nine 
women. Although they’re dressed alike, one 
seems to be the central figure, sometimes 
joining with the others, sometimes huddled 
the center their running circles. They all 


dance variations on a few movement themes, 


Arvo Part’s variations for strings and per- 
cussion. Eventually the central woman is 
running circles around her huddled antago- 
nist companions. The dance may have psy- 
chological overtones, but the evolution of the 
group patterns interesting itself. 

The new work Arvanites and Neblett, 
WARP, to a commissioned score by John 
Kusiak, seems somewhat encumbered by 
ever-present array scenic elements: 

our rectangular panels mounted rolling 


frames, five panels above the space showing 
video projections, and a strip of shiny white 
mats stretched across the floor downstage. 
They all seern to reflect or conceal the nine 
women and their inner selves. 

Four women confront the rolling screens, 
their backs to the audience. Four other 
women double them behind the screens, 
sometimes invisibly moving the screens, 
sometimes appearing silhouette pok- 
ing out a hand or a foot. Later the screens 
glide through the space choreographed 
diagonals of their own, as women run and 
roll among them. Still later, they’re arranged 
into a luminous box, and though one woman 
dancing inside it, catch only glimpses 
of her through the corners. In another scene, 
the screens are pushed together with wom- 
an sandwiched between them. 

All this maneuvering of the screens was 
beautifully coordinated the dancers, but 
the rest of the movement seemed low-key 
and not very inventive. Maybe the idea of 
reflection is itself a limitation. Often the 
worked face-to-face pairs, hov- 
ered behind like commanding but 
distrusted alter egos. 

Five women knelt in front of the shiny 
white carpet downstage the sound 
water running accompanied this and 
unison they peered down, looking into 
a stream. With a slow series of moves they 
seemed scooping water, admiring 
themselves, lounging with their heads 
the water and their hair spread out. 

the scenes changed, the women 
paced impas ively through the space, 
Tan for their lives. Then the music moved 

two- ostinato that reminded 
me of the snow scene in Petrouchka, and 
the women scudded into the space 
blown wind. Over the ostinato, jazzy 
rhythm began, and for moment thought 
celebration was progress, but the dance 
ended growing darkness, with one 
woman coming forward and the others 
seated in a row, backs to the audience, hug- 
ging their knees.

“Everyone I knew was wounded,” Clifford 
tells over coffee Cambridge City Hall, 
where works assistant city coun- 
cilor Ken Reeves. Walking behind tank, 
saw friend blown bits. 

Upon returning home, got involved 
the anti-war movement; also enrolled 
UMass-Boston the bill. worked 
Big Brother and community organizer 
Columbia Point, then became union orga- 
nizer. From 1983 to 2006, he owned Charlie’s 
Tap/Green Street Cambridge, where 
booked who’s who progressive 
and avant-garde jazz: David Murray, Henry 
Threadgill, Butch Morris, the String Trio 
New York. 

The violinist for that last band, Billy Bang, 
was also Vietnam vet. Clifford’s two-year 
hitch the Army ended 1968, just before 
the Tet Offensive. That’s when Bang’s com- 
bat tour began. 

Unlike Clifford, who came military life 
late, Bang was drafted teenager 
and had more confused homecoming. 
became involved the anti-war movement 
and eventually dedicated himself music, 
but didn’t face his experiences head-on 
until his 2001 album for the Justin Time la- 
bel, Aftermath. “For long time, 

thought about this project, but never 
wanted confront it,” told 2004. 
didn’t want bring those thoughts again 
and revisit that area life.” But Justin 
Jean-Pierre Leduc encouraged the proj- 
ect, which also produced follow-up, Vietnam: 
Reflections. Despite the troubling memories 
they evoked for Bang, the albums sustain 
peaceful mood. There are the occasional 
traditional melodies (and vocals Boi 
Nguyen), but assured post-bop dominates. 
Clifford and Bang will celebrate Memorial 
Day weekend together Highland Kitchen

signed on to DJ at Good Life this month. 
Personally, I’m always down for sample- 
heavy true school, throwback scratch tactics, 
and misanthropic rhymes galore. But 
concern was for the dance-shoed boogie 
nighthawks who frequent Fresh Produce and 
who, I presume, don’t enjoy spending Sat- 
urday evenings acting tough with their feet 
planted and heads nodding. Fortunately for 
them, Jeru isn’t the incendiary hater that 
had good reason believe was.

Pete Docter was only the third ani- 
mator come aboard Pixar when 
joined up in 1990, and he’s had a lasting 
effect the computer-animation power- 
house. Alongside John Lasseter (the chief 
creative officer of Walt Disney and Pixar 
Animation Studios) and Andrew Stanton 
(director last year’s Oscar-winning 
WALL*E), Docter developed the story and 
characters for Pixar’s ground- 
breaking inaugural feature, which ushered 
in the era of digital animation back in 1995. 
Six years later, he made his di- 
recting debut with Monsters, Inc., 
which earned him his second 
of four Oscar nominations. Up, 
his sophomore directorial ef- 
fort, tells the, uh, uplifting 
tale septuagenarian balloon 
salesman Carl Fredricksen 
(voiced by Ed Asner), who 
escapes forcible relocation 
to a nursing home by tying 
thousands of candy-col- 
ored balloons his house 
and fulfilling lifelong dream 
relocating to the wilds of South 
America. But unexpected stow- 
away, eight-year-old Wilderness 
Explorer Russell (non-profes- 
sional newcomer Jordan Nagai), 
threatens deflate his plans.
